2. Claims 1-27,44 are allowed over the prior art of record

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to implement the claimed combination of elements including the bridge circuit as 
enabled by the specification, and also the specific signaling connections of the two 
separate amplitude-based processing algorithms (filters) in the hearing aid echo 
cancellers of the prior art.
